THE BXTRADlTliii TMBATY A 
DEAD LETTER. 

Tho U. S. govcriunent have a^iaiii re- 
fused to surrender Bulldog Kelly, al- 
though tho evidence against him was ho 
plain that the U. S. coramisaicnor who 
heard tho evidunce, twice remanded him 
for extradition. The crime with which 
Kelly stands charged is the murder of a 
commercial traveler named Baird, near 
Golden City, British Columbia, a year 
and a half ago. Baird was an American 
and represented an Anierican tirm, in 
whose interest he had ccoased the line 
from Alontana to collect from traders who 
were engaged in business along the lino 
of the Canadian Pacific railway. At the 
time of the assassination Baird had $4000 
in his saddlebags. The murder was a 
cold blooded one. Unsuspicious of dan- 
ger, tho travefer/was riding along the 
road, when Kelly, whoso face was imper- 
fectly disguisod beneath a false beard and 
moustaclie, rose up on the roadside and 
ahot Baird down. Having secured tho 
booty, Kelly fled, but there were eye- 
witnesses of the crime and the murderer 
was recuRnized, folbwed into American 
territory, and there arrested. He has 
beett in giiol many months. 
The goTerament of the province have made 
repeated effotts to aeoure his extradition. 
Legal assistance, witnesses and officers 
were sent to St. Paul, and large sums of 
money have been expended in tko eftort. 
'Iwicoho has been committed for trial and 
twice the dt'cisiou of thecommissiouors has 
been overruled by the United States gov- 
ernment. Kelly's friends nvo rich and in- 
fluential. Their votes "tell" at elections; 
and to propitiate them tho Washington uii- 
jninistratiou declines to surrender the fu- 
gitive. This deeliuiitiou is in direct viola- 
tion of the treaty uuder which certain 
grave crimes are made extraditable. Mur- 
der is one of those crimes. The 
treaty prescribes that on tj: parte 
testimony a criminal fleeing from 
one country into another may be 
sent back This rule whs observed here 
in the Hibbs forgery case, and again in 
the Morgan murder case. Both criminals 
were sent back to tho United States tor 
trial. There was not the slighteat obstacle 
interposed by the Canadian authorities to 
their extradition. They have always act- 
ed in good faith towards the United States, 
and it is very discouraging to find the 
United States dealing with Kelly's case in 
a different spirit, Baird was an American. 
The stolen money belenged to Americans. 
Kelly eaa be punished for his great crime 
in Canada. Yet the American government 
have decided to protect their niuufuis an- 
jet, who murdered in cold blood his fol- 
iow-countryman. If Kelly can escape in 
this manner, tho ex.tradition treaty is a 
farce and should be abrogated. Notanother 
dollar of provincial money should be ex- 
pended in bringing to justice an American 
criminal -who may flee to this country. If 
the United States government wish their 
fugitive offenders caught tho wish should 
not be gratified until proper security has 
first been given for any expenses that 
may be incurred by the provincial 
authorities. The attempt to bring Kelly 
to justice has coat the province many 
thousands ot dollars', and tho murderer 
has esapped through no fault of the pro- 
vince. Several years ago the provincial 
government spent a considerable sum of 
money in arresting and handing over to 
the authorities of Washington territory a 
notorious criminal. The bill then in- 
curred has never been paid. Is it nut 
about time that, the one-sided arrantie- 
ment called an extradition treaty should 
be done away with and a system of free 
trade in crime take its place 1 

FKOin HALIFAX TO VICTORIA 

2O,O0O Mile Voyage of ilic 
Sciiooner jPatiifliider. 

The Canadian schooner Pathflndar, OG 
tons' regiBter,oommandcd by Capt.O'Leary, 
145, days from 'Kolif ax, N. S.. in bullast, 
sailed into the harbor yesterday afternoon 
at 3:30, with Pilot Thompson ou board, 
and tied up at Jiinion's wharf. The achoon- 
Hr is staunchly built, and sails in the water 
like a duck, and is manned by a crew of six 
— Capt.,Loary; niate.AVm. Palmer; steward, 
John llathows; seamen, Wm. Byers, Ed- 
ward Gilbert and Wm. MoLeod, all citizens 
of Halifax. Tho schooner sailed out of 
Halifax harbor on 20th November, \vitb a 
fair bioeze, and the favoring weather con- 
tinued till the Horn was reached is G5 days. 
Only one' vessel was spokcu up to this 
point, the English bat-keiuiuo Valungant, 
of Sboreham, in lat. 5.13, long. 30.45, on 
December 19th. In rounding The Horn 
rough weather was experienced, HevLUteeu 
days being occupied in tho efTort. From 
the Horn the S. E. and N. E. trades were 
very light. Ou the l Uh January, the bark 
Qlodovia, from Now "Vork for Culluo, was 
Spoken in' lat. 43.53. S. long. r,7AK, W. 
From the latitude of San Francisco blustery 
weather was experienced to Cape Flattery, 
and off the latter on Thnrsday a heavy f;alo 
sprang up, and on Friday the only misbup 
of the voyage occurred, the gaflf and jilJ- 
stays being carried away. Outside the har- 
bor on Friday night the vessel was becalm- 
ed, and it was hero that Pilot Thompson 
boarded her. 

The schooner was built in Kingston, 
N. B., in 1880, and is a fine Httle craft, be- 
ing a splendid sen-boat, tho crew speaking 
highly of her behavior in the rough weath- 
er. The passage was made vithout oxtra- 
. ordinary incident, and the health of all re- 
mained good throughout. - She comes to 
Victoria lor the pnrpose of fitting out for 
he sealing grounds in the Arctic ocean, Mr. 
Munsie (Carne & Muusie) of this city, hav- 
ing arranged for her coming \vhen at the 
east last fall. She will be immediately 
monned with a crew of huntera,provi8ioued 
and sent north, whero it is hoped that her 
gallant captain will meet with the greatest 
success. 

A. Test Case. — It is understood that a 
teat case ■will bo made in the Supreme 
court in a few days in refercuco to the tax 
imposed on Chinese miners, it being the 
contention that discrimination in tho price 
of licenses between white and Chinese min- 
ors is unconstitutional. The former aro 
charged $5 and the latter 815.

ENGLAND. 
LoNnoN, April IC — The liurtlott poi- 
soning case was given to the jury to-day. 
In closing the ease for the crown, Attor- 
ney-General Russell contended that from 
all tho evidence it was clearly impossible 
for Bartlott to have coiiimilted suicide 
and that there could be no doubt but he 
was killed by tho prisoner, Mrs. Ade- 
laide Bartlett, who had been lualntaining 
relations with llov. Mr. Dyson, and who 
was inspired to remove her husband be- 
cause he was regaining his health. Tho 
judge, in summing up, told tlin jury that 
Dyson had taken advantage of tho hus- 
band's maudlin nonsense to supplant hiiii 
ill tho atlections of his wife, and advised 
that no part of tho clergyman's testimony, 
although he had been a witness for the 
crown, be aecepted as reliable. The jury 
were out but a short time and rendered a 
verdict of acquittal. 

The verdict was applauded by the si>ec- 
tators. The defence presented two argu- 
ments which seem to bave operatod ou thc^ 
jury with irresistible strength in favor of 
Mrs. Bartlett. The iirst was bused ou the 
indisputable fact that .\Ir.s. BartU'tt retain- 
ed the chloroform bottle for a long liuin 
after her husband's death. It wasjirgucd 
that this could not have been so if .Sirs. 
lJurtlett ndiniuistered the fatal drug, and it 
was contended that the prisoner, if she had 
killed her husband, would have taken every 
pains to remove the evidence of her crime. 
Besides this, it was shown she was very 
anxious to have a postmortem, made on the 
lemains in order to ascertain exactly the 
cause of death; that she promised to pay 
tho expenditure of any amount of inoiiey to 
secui't! the besl medical talent to luuko the 
autopsy for the purpose of putting tho case 
beyond a doubt. From this it was infened 
that her motive was to establisli her iuuo 
ceuoe above all cavil. 

London, April IG — Gladstone pro- 
pounded his Irish land bill to the huuso 
of commons this evening. There was 
hardly any excitement attending the 
event, compared with the enthusiasm 
which attended the niemorablo proceed- 
ings of yesterday week when the home 
rule measure was proposed. At noon to- 
day but ninety seats on the fl.ior of the 
house had been "hatted," and iliese were 
nearly all taken by Irish uienibers. .\t 4 
o'clock the house waa cruiidcd to its ut- 
most cajjacity. Mr. Gladstone rose in 
his place at b.'Jh p. in. and was greeted 
with cheers. When he began to spoak 
his voice waa low and husky. He said 
the aim of the present endeavors of the 
government was directed towards secur- 
ing among tho people of Iroland the 
permanent restoration of social 
order. Tho speaker's proposals would 
greatly ben*.';-! the tenants of Ii-uhuul, but 
the landlords wo.-c the piiiK-ipal otjject of 
tho measure although he thought that many 
of the landlords were most hostile to tho 
government's policy. At tbe outset the 
speaker wished to make au omphiitio denial 
that it was his intention to ask the Scotch 
and English to run any pecuniary risk ou 
account of the landlords of Ireland. Tbe 
history of Ireland was one long indictment 
against landowners. Agrarian crime hud or- 
iginated and increased nnder the absentee- 
ism of landlords and tho raising of rents as 
their ospenses while away from Ireland in- 
creased. Oppression wedded to misery hue' 
hideous prot!eny. Crime had boon endow 
ed with vitality to perpetuate itaslf and 
hand down its miserable inheritance fru:.) 
generation to generation. England was 
not clear of responsibility, for the deeds 
of Irish landlords were Engliah deeds 
"'With the power in our hands, we have 
looked on and done nothing," After 
union abaenteeiam became general as the 
national sentiment ceased to have a bene- 
flcial influence on relations between land- 
lords and tenants, union itself was ob- 
tained, against tho sense and wish of 
every class by wholesale bribery, 
and unblushing intimidation. The land 
act waa intended to go into effect tho 
same day on which the home rule bill 
would become operative. It could not 
go on without the operation of the other, 
which would provide a legislature in Ire- 
land to appoint slatualory author- 
ity to deal with landed estates, 
and act between vendor and purchaser. 
Purchases would bo made through tho 
isHue of £180,000,000 of three pw cent, 
stock at par. Thesa new Irish consuls 
lugiht with the consent of tbe treasury, be 
commuted for stock of lower denomination. 
If the stock could be issued forthwith scri]) 
of equal value would be issued for the pur- 
pose: tbe landlords to sell out under its net 
wore confined to agriculturid holdiug;! and 
did not include mansions having deinesne 
and woods. The state authorities acting 
between tho peasant and land owner would 
purchase tho land from the latter and put 
the peasant in possession as absolute pro- 
prietor subject to the annual rent chiirgo 
until the total payments equalled tho pur- 
chase money, Tha state would uot force 
the small occupiers to bpcorae pro;^.. ietors 
in districts where the population was con- 
gested. Tho state would have power to de- 
cide whethereipropriation of the too crowd- 
ed lands shall be compulsory. Xi)body 
except tho immediate landl<.irds would 
have tho option to sell iiiuurnbraiices and 
he must sell by forfeiture, and uot at an 
open market for hiinsolf. Applications 
to sell would have to bo made by all the 
tenants of tiie estate, nud all the applica- 
tions and salon would be registered. Ap 
p'icants would bo required to give se- 
curity for the costs in certain cases. The 
land commission would be empowered to 
refuse applications. The baais of prices 
would depend on the rental. The Bxed 
prices and judicial rental of 1845 (?) would 
be the standard in all cases wherein the 
land to be sold was then 
Gxod. In all other cases 
the land commission would have power to 
arrive at. the price by comparing other ju- 
dicial rentals, with Griffith's >alu»tions- 
The land commisaion would also be allow- 
ed to examine tho state of tho books con- 
corning estates for tan ysara back. Twen- 
ty years' rental would be the nominal 
baais of purchase. In exceptional cases 
twenty-two years' rental would make tho 
purchase. Applications for sale would not 
be received after March lat, 1890. 
000,000 of stock would he iastted during 
1887; £"20,000,000 in 1888; .£20,000,000 
in 1889, and .£20,000,000 in 
each of tho succeeding years. When 
tha proposals were first placed 
before the speaker's colleagues be p-oposed 
to raise £130,000,000 imniediately. Oham- 
borlain and Trovelyau objected to this ss a 
wholesale issue whieU r wpuld depreoiita 



values. The speaker therefore thanked 
both gentlemen for bnving given him oc- 
casion to reconsider that oriKinal propos- 
itiou. Ho now thought it was au error '.0 
ask forthwith for anything hke au outside 
estimate and believed that by appointing a 
receiver for the general routs armed with 
suilicicut authority to collect them, that 
the .payment of the purchase money' 
would' bo amply ■ secured. Tho 
charge ou tho Irish exchequer would 
to £'2,000,000 per aiiiiuin, to meet which 
it would have to be able to levy rents 
amounting to £"2,500,000 per annum, and 
this sum would bo the first charge on the 
rents and taxes raisod by the Irish govern- 
ment. Adding to this the Xmiaerta} con- 
tribution, and the sunt paid to England by 
Ireland would bo applied to any purpose 
until £(i0,000 was paid into tho English 
exchequer. The preaeiit contribution uf 
Irish tax payers to England waa £'IJ,9S0,- 
000, of which England paid back in Irish 
civil service and in (;plleccion, £4,840,000, 
the residue which aeemed to represent 
an Imperial contribution for the, army 
and navy. The national debt and the 
imperial charge were £2,085,000. What 
did England do with il ( As an instance, 
she sent an army of 20,000 mun to Iroland 
and kept them there at an annual cost of 
£3,000,000, £915,000 more than the 
balance mentioned. That waa a specimen 
of the economy of the ayatem that the 
speaker wanted to root up. Mr. Glud- 
3t(jno commended the scheme to tho 
strict, jealous, careful and unbiased ex- 
amination of Kuglislunon. Ilu was con- 
vinced that this would be recognized as a 
fitting part of an auspicious effort to sus- 
tain tbe ptanB ' of the British 
legislature for the welfare of what 
had long been, and the speaker 
hoped would over bo uudor clrcuuistances 
far happier than heretofore, an integral 
jiart of Her iMajesty's dominion. Mr. 
(iladstonu spoke for an hour and thirty- 
bve minutes and concluded amid great 
applause. 

Mr. Gladatone'a proposals do not im- 
ply tho now ia->ue of £180,000,000 in 3 
per CBUta. ; but only £50,000,000 from 
£180,000.000 in new 3'a already author- 
ized. 

Following Mr. Oladatono, Mr. Cham- 
berlain read a letter which he sent to Mr. 
Gladatone, tendering hia reaignatiun as a 
member of tho cabinet. In the letter 
Mr. Chamberlain stated that Mr. ( J l,id- 
atone's policy would throw a 
heavy burden on Great Britiin, entailing 
enormous addition to the national 
debt and probable immediate incruaae of 
taxation, nut to seours the union of tlie 
kingdom, but to purchase separation. Mr. 
Ch.-imborlain then wont on to say that the 
land proposals, although they had been 
modiliod since ho had left the cabinet, 
v.'ould still impose a great burden ou Groat 
Britain, without sulUciont Security for 
loans advanced. The bill waa calculated 
not sj much to bonelit taxantsaaa aop for 
the luiidU.rds. Although only £50,000,- 
000 was to' bo issued, the option to sell 
waa oHored to land ownurs holding laud 
valued at £1,')0, 000,000. Supposing that 
a full number of optioiss lo sell 
was offered to land owners 
holding land valued at £150,000,000— 
sapp'isiug that the full number of options 
to sell aliiiuld be accepted, Iujw would all 
the uioiiuy bo provided / ilo opposed 
the bill (111 principle liocuuae it specially 
protected landr()rd3. If the Irish parlia- 
ment was to be entrusted with tho pru- 
taotion of the eomHieroial classes and the 
maintenance of oflicial order why could it 
not be trusted to protect landlords / The 
goveniinent was thrusting on Ireland a 
burden which no Irish niembor could de- 
clare n fair prico to give fur the landlord's 
right (Cheers.) The Irish people would 
regard the bargain as one imposed by a 
foreign country and would be justified 
in taking tho first oppprtunity to 
repudiate it. If the bargain should bo 
repudiated how would it bo enforced? 
The government could not disregard tho 
risk to British taxpayers under increas- 
ing .depression in trade. Hundreds 
of thousands uf hard workers in England 
would probably be thrown out of employ- 
ment. While refusii^g to assist deserving 
crofters in Scotland and ptistpurnng the 
claims of English labor, could the govern- 
ment consistently grant large sums for 
tha bonelit of tho Irish poaaantryi 
[Cheers.] In conclusion Mr. Chamber- 
lain said ho was not an irreconcilable op- 
ponent of Mr. Gladstone's policy. Jf land 
proposals should bo sutlicionlly modiliod 
ho would bo happy to bo rolioved 
of the duty of continuing his present 
attitude of opposition. 

Parnell aaid that not having had Mr. 
Chamberlain's advantage of a cabinet seat, 
ho waa not prepared ti> expren.s a too con- 
fident opiniL U upon the merits and demer- 
its of the scheme until ho had soon tho 
provisions of the bill. Mr Chamberlain 
had spoken in deservedly complimentary 
terms of Mr. Davitt, and had expreaaed a 
desire to know the latter'a opinion of tho 
land purchase bill. Mr. parnell aaaurod 
Mr. Chamberlain that Davitt would not 
act from a motive of personal apito or 
joalouay[Paruollito cheers], but solely out 
of roguru for Ireland. To the speaker it 
appeared that the appointment of roceiver 
general was an unnecesaary and absurd 
idea because, according to tho promised 
statement, rocaipta from custoini nud ex- 
ciso duties in Ireland will amount lo with- 
in £20,000 of tho total amount payable 
by Iroland to tho liuporial exchequer. 
Would it not be sufhciutit security if Eng- 
land took a lien upon tho revenue collect- 
ed by Ii'isli authority, in the event of tho 
cuatoins failing to yield a sum sutliciont to 
meet llio Imperial charges / The appoint- 
ment of the receiver general would bo 
most offensive to Ireland, because it would 
show a reluctance to trust Irishmen, oven 
for such a auiall aum aa £20,000. The ob 
joot of tho Iriah members was^iot to make 
the rnoasuro a party question, but 
by yielding as much as possible to 
settle once and for all, this troublesome 
diflicult and dangerous matter if Irish 
lundlorda threw out tha meaiure ho 
hoped the oiler to assist them with Eng- 
lish credit woul^d'Aot b.e renewed but that 
the bill for the government of Ireland 
would bo prouscd forward by itself. 

Mr. Sli.rloy aiinoiincud that tho bill 
would be in moinbera' hands on Monday, 
['erinission waa given to introduce tho 
bill and the second reading was. fixed for 
May 13tli. ., . " 

At the Newmarket Craven meeting to- 
day t'ao Newmarket raco was won by Lord 
llartington's 4 year-old. Sir Konnet, by

Dog" Kelly. It has been decided that 
Kelly can be arrested us many times as a 
new person can bo found to swear to a new 
complaint. The Canndiiiu government has 
expended about S'JO.OOUiu its etl'orts to got 
'ho prisoner oyer tho line, and it probably 
will not stop now. However, further ef- 
forts in tho same direction will look de- 
cidedly like persecution, and if made again 
the courts would probably order the release 
of the prisoners on a writ of habeas corpus. 

A TALK WITH KEIO/lf. 

A Dispatch reporter saw Kelly iu tbe cor- 
ridor at the county jail, and fonnd that he 
had been apprised of tho turn in hia atfairs; 

"It is good news, " said the prisoner, "and 
nil tho bettor because coiuint^ so soon after 
the papers were sent away. I have no idea 
as to whether the Canadian authorities wil 1 
curry the niattor any fiirlbor, but I don't 
propose to stand any more of it. 
It is a puraecution of tho worst 
kind, and ought to stop right hero. 
I've been ia coufiuemeut eight 
months for nothing, as this decision 
shows. The stories of my being well sup- 
plied with money are not true. 1 had 
jilO when T was arrested, and with the 
exception of §100 paid .Mr. .Steenorson 
for ine, that ia all the lawyera have re 
ceivod for my oaao. If the Canadian au- 
thorities push it further, I'll briog up 
stronger evidence than shown yet. '

was aeon at tho St. Jamea' hotel, and ex- 
pressed groat surprise at hearing the 
news from Washington, He was at first

there received confirmation of the infor- 
mation. On being asked his o|)inioii us 
to whether the Cauadian government 
would continuo tho tight, Mr. McNealo 
said:
